Day and Night Sessions to Wear Out the 
Orators—Champ Clerk and Livingston 
of Georgia Take Part in the Discussion

Others Expected to Follow His Leader. 


Wasnincror, D. C., Aug. 19.—The eighth 
Gay of the silver debate in the House closed 
with the adjournment of to-night’s evening 
session. The day was largely devoted to 
anti-silver discussion for speaker Crisp has 
made an effort to keep the time of the 
Gebate as nearly divided between the 
two sides of the question as possible 
and upon finding this morning that the free 
silver men had consumed several hours more 
than their opponents he made up bis list 
with threes sound money’’ men at the head. 
Congressman McCreary of Kentacky was the 
first speaker. Heisfresh from the sessions 
of the International Monetary Conferences at 
Brusseis, and his remarks were evidently the 
result of the study he bas made of the 
monetary systeme of the world. Mr. Mc- 
Oreary is the author of the resolution drawn 
on the lines suggested by the Wonrp for the 
appointment of a commission to consider 
the financial legislation that may be desir- 
able after the Sherman law bas been re- 
pealed.' Mr. McCreary is a handsome man 
of the old school statesmantype. His black 

Gcioth clothes have a clerical cut and 
smooth face and little black necktie give 
him a decidedly ministerial air. 

Mr. McCreary began his speech with the 
declaration that it made no difference how 
the present financial stringency was brought 
about so longas it wasapparent to every- 
body that the Sherman act wat in a larse 
measure responsible for the trouble. The 
other conditions might be equally important, 
but they could not be reached. It was in the 
power of Congress, however, to repeal the 
Sherman law, and President Cleveland had 
called it together for that purpose. 

eilt may be, he said, that the fluctuda- 
tions of silver in Europe and the shrinkage 
of values in many parts of the world and the

this country. Mr. McCreary raised a warn- 
ing voice against the policy. No single 
country could doit, he said, and the path- 
way to international bimetallism was the 
unconditional repeal of the Sherman law. 

Mr. Bland got very restive as Mr. Mc- 
Creary proceeded and finally interrupted 
him to inquire whether he believed that un- 
lees every nation in Europe was in favor of 
silver, this country ought to be on the basis 
ofa single gold standard. Mr. MeCreary 
replied that he took no such position, but 
that the Unitea States, in his opinion, could 
mot carry the silver Durden alone. Then 
Mr. Bland sarcastically replied why the 
Brussels monetary conference had post poned 
its meeting from May until November. Mr. 
McCreary was equal to the emergency, and 
promptly responded that it was done to give 
Kugland a chance to wake upon the policy 
of bimetallism, The postponement has been 
Gistinctliy in the interest of the d 
metallism.

THE DEBATE IN DETAIL. 

The silver debate was resumed immediately 
after the reading of the journal in the House, 
and Mr. McCreary (Dem.) of Kentucky took 
the foorin advocacy of the repeal of the 
purchasing Clause of the Sherman act. An 
extraordinary financial situation, he said, 
had inducedthe President toconvene Con- 
gress in extraordinary session. It mattered 
not how gentiemen might differ in opinion 
as to what had brought on the trouble which 
now existed, they all agreed that the 
trouble was widespread, far-reaching ‘and 
full of peril to. the whole country. They 
agreed also that it was their duty as Repre- 
sentatives to find a remedy. It might be 
that the Sherman act, so-called, was the 
prime cause ofthe trouble. It might be that 
the fluctuation of silver in Europe, the 
shrinkage of values in many partsof the 
world, the failure of the Baring Bros. had 
helped to Dring about the serious monetary 
condition which now existed.

The only path to free coinage was through 
international agreement, and the only way 
to reach that path was to repeal the pur- 
chasing clause ofthe Sherman act. Asa bi- 
metallist, he did not wish to see this country 
relegated to a silver basis. 

Mr. Bland (Dem.) of Missouri inquired 
whether the gentleman’s position was that 
unless every European nation was in favor 
of silver he would be in favor of a single gold 


standard? 

Mr. McCreary replied that the gentle- 
man had misapprehended his porition. He 
was to-day as much in favor of silver as was 
the gentleman from Missouri, and he was in 
favor of traveling over the only road which 
led to free coinage of gold and the free coin- 
age of sliver. 

Mr. Bland inguired why the International 
Monetary Conference had postponed its 
meetings from May until November. 

Mr. McOreary replied that it had been post- 
ponedin order to allow the policy of di- 
motallis m to grow in England. It had been 
postponed in the interest of bimetallism. 

Mr. Bland made an inquiry, and that was 
whether the gentleman had said that the 
meeting of the conference had been post- 
poned for the purpose of demonetizing Silver 
in this country.

Continuing his speech Mr. McCreary ex- 
pressed his regret thatthe question of ratio 
between gold and silver had been injected 
into this discussion. He had nosympatby 
with those who now desired to change the 
ratio from 16 to 1 to 0 to 1. To change the 
ratiowasto strike downand destroy every 
prospect of international agreement. To 
change the ratio would be to discredit every 
dollar of silver inthe United States. The 
frst duty of Congress was, without delay, to 
repeal the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act; the second duty was to let free colnage 
alone for the present; its third duty was to 
stand by a patriotic President in his efforts 
to advance the prosperity of the people and 
the welfare of the nation. 

Mr. Catchinus (Dem.) said that he would 
vote for the repeal of the purchasing clause 
of the Sherman act, and he would vote 
agaifst any proposition directly or indi- 
rectly toeffect the free coinage of silver in 
this country at this time at any ratio that 
could be suggested. He had come to this de- 
termination after careful consideration and

THE EVENING SESSION. 

After the recess, toa crowded gallery, but 
to a very small attendance on the floor, Mr. 
Curtis (Rep.) of Kansas spoke in sup- 
port of the Wilson Dill, out in a 
cunservative manner. He was in 
favor of a ratio of 20 toi and he would then 
establish a committee with which it could 
change the ratio at any time it was too large 
or too small. 

Mr. Clark (Dem.) of Missouri addressed the 
House in favor of the free coinage of silver. 
Jo demonetize or not to demonetize silver 
was the question that confronted Congress. 
There was no sense in whipping the devil 
around thestump. (Laughter). The issue was 
squarely joined. After 6,000 years of wedded 
liie, the wold-bug said to this Congress that 
the metal should be divorced at the 
behest of England, the dull of all 
nations. One hundred and seventeen 
years ago this country had declared its 
pollitcal independence, and the time had 
come when she should declare her tinanctal 
independence. At the conclusion of Mr. 
Clark’s speech, the House at 10:30 adjourned. 


ANTI-SILVER COMFORT. 


A Break in the Senate in Favor of Re 
peal Expected. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—Thereils a Cistinct 
improvement in feeling in sound money 
circles as the result of the Senate Ejnance 
Committee in reporting the bill 
for the repeal of the purchasing clause 
of the sherman act. This change 
doesn’t manifest itself in boasting on the 
part of the supporters of the President's 
policy, Dut in tncreased activity on their 
part. They are as busy as they 

be now, strengthening their 

and bringing to ar all 
influence possivle on those Senators 

and Kepresentatives whose attitude inthe 
ps has not as yet been clearly defined 

y themselves, The action in the senate is 
accepted as a signal to advance and the 
whole sound money column is mo- 
ing. lhis increased confidence is 
belle ved to be justified. The 
rea‘oning is largely based on the case of Mr. 
Voorhees. The Indiana Senator has always 
been a free coinage man, speaking and vot- 
ing for the cause whenever the op- 
portunity presented itself. This led 
the extreme sliver men to assume 
at the beginning of this session that 
Mr. Voorhees was stillwith them. They had 
his name down on their list and well up 
towards the head of it and they ridiculed the 
suggestion that he would probably be found 
willing to yield a point or two when 
the time came in the interests 
of a restoration fort confidence 
ofthe business circles. They were, there: 
fore, no littie chagrined when they found he 
had actually done so and was standing ready 
to support the President’s policy practically 
without reservation, 

The fair assumption ts, therefore, that 
other Senators, when the line has become 
more sharply draven, will see their way to an 
alliance with those whom heretofore they 
have opposed onthe financial question. It 
is asserted, indeed, with positiveness 
that Mr. Voorhees’ colleague, Judge Turple, 
will vote with him on this question, Judge 
. — has refused to discuss the subject for 
publication, and this has led to his being put 
down inthe doubtful column. But it is said 
now that he will vote for the uncon- 
ditional repealof the Sherman act end use 
his influence to bring about a satisfactory so- 
lution of the problem. Everything was 
quiet on the Senate side of the 
Capitol. Senators improved 
the opportunity by the 
adjournment to for a 
brief breathing spell. The more prominent 
members of the steering committee were ali 
absent. Mr. Gorman left last night for his 
country place, Mr. Gray for Wilmington, 
while Mr. Biackburn took Vice-President 
Stephenson over to Sunday at his Ocean City 
cottage. All willbe back in time for Mon- 
day s session.

DESPITE PRECAUTIONS IT HAS REACHED 
CENTRAL FRANCE. 


Found Its Way Into the Austro-Hun- 
gerian Empire and Is Epidemic in 
Twenty-Five Districts in European 
Russ ia— The Coal Strike—Gledstone’s 
Closure Resolution—Notions ot Dress 
in the House of Commons—Foreign 
Gossip. 


Rome, Aug, 19.—Ten new cases of cholera 
and six deaths were recorded in Naples in 
the last twenty-four hours. 


LonpDon, Aug. 19.—The cholera, aided by 
the intense heat, made considerable progress 
during the past week. It has appeared in 
Germany. Despite the most rigia procau- 
tions it has spread into the more central 
parts of France. It has extended 
itself Into the Austro-Hungarian Empire, 
and it is epidemic in twenty-five districts of 
European Russia. This showing is formida- 
ble when one counts up the areas afflicted. 

There are some mitigating circumstances. 
In any year before this the appearance of 
cholera in so many places would have 
resulted in a very widespread, devasta- 
ting epidemic, but even the semi-barbarous 
countries of Europe are taking sanitary pre- 
cautions. When one considers how very 
feeble those precautions are in some cases 
and how excellent have been the results 
from them, one realizes that the cholera is 
not so inevitable a destroyer as its reputa- 
tion would indicate. A america has no 
parallel for the crowded, filthy villages and 
cities of the continent of Europe, she ought 
easily to keep the cholera outside her quar- 
antine at the coast cities, 

Since the cases of cholerain Berlin have 
been traced to asingle source the people in 
Berlin bave dismissed the matter as no con- 
cern of theirs. Each case of reported chol- 
era provedto have been due tothe person 
affected having eaten tainted meat 
tm ported from Gistricts in Russia 
in which genuine cholera has 
prevailed. Russo-Polish working people are 
numerous in the eastern districts of Berlin 
and they have exceedingly limited notions in 
regard to the sanitation. The newspapers 
warn the Germans who come in contact with 
them while working to watch them closely 
for symptoms of liiness and to get ald from 
the authorities should such symptoms 
occur, and to tsolate such persons 
affected. The police are disinfecting 
and watching the Russian emigrants who 
continue to leave from cholera districts from 
which immigration was supposed to have 
been checked. 

THE COAL STRIKE. 

The great coal strike is now on in al- 
most every coal aistrict in Eng- 
land, and is almost certain to last 
until the end of September, Work 
is going forward, in Northumberland and 
Dubarry. The miners there, who ballot Sun- 
day, will probably decide against a strike, 
Work is nominally going on in South Wales, 
but nothing 18 really being ac- 
complished, because riots are of dally 
occurrence, and the police and military 
are likely to be overwheimed at any 
time. The scarcity of coal is making itself 
felt in the great manufacturing concerns. 
The prices of household coals have gone up 
in London, but there is no need for any fires 
this summer outside of the kitch- 
en. The strikers have selected a 
most inopportune time, and can 
hardly hope for success. Their shrewest 
leaders counselled against striking when the 
market was filling, but was overruled. Even 
should the masters give upthe reduction 
which caused the strike there will be a heavy 
loss among the miners and their families. 

, THE CLOSURE RESOLUTION. 

The closure resolution of which Mr. Glad. 
stone has given notice in connection with the 
report stage of the home rule bill was, as 
was foreshadowed last week, a foregone con- 
clusion. The Unionists determihed not to 
allow the report stage to be concluded ex 
cept by closure. Their anxiety that itshould 
be compulsorily terminated was quite as 
keen as that of the Liberals. Whena rumor 
got abroad Wednesday thatthe Ministers 
hoped to bring these debates to a conclusion 
by the end of the month without applying 
exeeptional measures, Mr. Ohamber- 
lain immediately” gave an interview to 
the press in which he declared 
that the Unionists would fight the bill until 
Christmas if necessary. The “Interview 
seems to have been deliberately intended to 
provoke closure, as Mr. Chamberlain wants 
to go to America and wishes the session 
ended. He cannot leave until the estimates 
are finished. There is no doubt that the 
Ministers will be compelled to create 
a pew precedent in parliamentary procedure 
by passing a special resolution later on, 
closuring the estimates enbloc. Mr, Glad- 
stone, who bas great regard for freedom of 
debate in Parliament, resorts to 
these expedients only under the im- 
perative pressure of circumstance. 
Speaking privately on the subject 
he said that the Unionists, In their desire to 
obstruct or defeat home rule by any and 
every means, have dealt at this sessiona 
blow at the smooth working of parliamenta- 
ry institutions from which he sees no hope of 
their completely recovering. This conviction 
is widely shared. 

The Tories are now making a last desperate 
stand for their privileges against the will of 
the people. When the home rule bill is 
passed they will be confronted with demands 
for r legislation which they will resist 
a the seme way as they have resisted home 
rule.

Whitehead’s place was 
closely watched. 

After Gallagher’s arrival at Liverpool he 
went directly to London, putting upat the 
Charing Cross Hotel.

To the Pheenicians, under whose rule Oor- 
inth reached her bighest point of wealth and 
power, the advantages of a channel through 
the isthmus must have been evident. It is 
probably for political reasons that they did 
not attempt to cut it. They constructed in- 
| stead a ship railway, a smooth, hard road, 
over which, by means of huge carriers, their 
ships were transported from sea to sea. But 
this must have been a laborious and expen- 
sive meth for ships to traverse the isth- 
mus—mauch preferable, however, to the long 
and dangerous circumnavigation of the 


Peloponuesus. 

A year or two before King Otho of Greece 
was dethroned for insisting on running the 
Government on the autocratic-monarchical 
system, some French engineers made a sur- 
vey of the Isthmus of Corinth, and came to 
the conciusion that a canal was quite feasi- 
ble. They went to the King with their 
scheme, but nothing came of it. In 1882 Gen. 
Turr of Garibaldian fame took up the proj- 
ect and succeeded in obtaining important 
concessions from the Greek Government. He 
formed a company, composed malniy of 
French capitalists, called the International 
Society for the Maritime Oanal of Corinth. 
The capital of the company was 80,000,000 
francs, increased by a loan of 10,000,000 
shares. Operations were commenced in the 
same year. —. George with his own hands 
cut the firstsod, as the Emperor Nero had 
done before him. 

The canal was to be completed in six years, 
At a cost of 80,000,000 pisos. The cost, as 
well as the time, far exceeded the estimates. 
In 18980 only three-fourths of the canal was 
cut, and the company was forced to sus- 
pend operations for the lack of funds, Once 
more it seemed that the scheme would fall. 
But Greek patriotism came to the rescue this 
time. The Government, already loaded 
with debt, could not undertake to finish the 
work. Asone man had, more than once, 
saved Greece in ancient times, so one 
man saved the Corinth ship canal from 
the fate of the Panama. M. Synoros, 
of Athens, a banker, who has the reputation 
of being the wealthiest man in Greece, formed 
a new company, composed entirely of Greek 

capitalists, with a capital of 5,000,000 francs, 
Wien was afterwards increased to 25,000,000 
france. All the concessions that had been 
made to the French company were turned 
over to the Greek company. An agreement 
was made between the old and the new com- 
pany by which the latter receives s per cent. 
on 6,000,000 of capital, The receipts of the 
canal Will be divided between the two com- 
nies, the old receiving three-fourths and 
he new one-fourth thereof. The new com- 
pany began work in 1890. 

These agreements were ratified by the 
Greek Chamber, by Premier Irioanpis and 
M. Dragoumis for the Greek Government 
and by M. A. Viastos on behalf of himself 
and as representative of M. Synoras, M. Al- 
bert Phillis and M. Soohan, an engineer rep- 
resenting a syndicate. The contract to finish 
the work on the canal was given to the lead- 
ing firm of contractors in Greece, the Societe 
des Knterprises Generals of Athens.

It is sufficient if there 
was a design and determination 
to kill her son. charge you that if you find 
the defendant murdered John F. Shann, her 
son, by means of poison, andthat her acts 
were wilful and deliberate and that there 
was no intention on her part to take life, 
then you may find her guilty of murder in the 
second degree. If you und the defendant is 
not guilty of murder then you may consider 
the question of whether she is 
guilty of manslaughter. Under the 
direction of the court you 
must determine, first, is it proved beyonda 
reasonable doubt that the deceased died 
from mercurial poison; second, is it proved 
that such mercurial poison was administered 
by the defendant to the deceased.’’

Instead of closing 
all the banks it has made them stronger 
and more cautious than they ever were 
before. The very failures and suspensions 
it has forced upon the country have helped 
to restore confidence by showing that, 
even in its weakest spots, business hada 
sounder basis of assets than anybody 
thought probable. Instead of seeing all of 
our gold snatched from us in a hurry, we 
see that which had gone to Europe coming 
home again faster than it wentaway. The 
premium we expected to see offered for 
gold has been offered rather for bank 
notes, Treasury notes and silver dollars, 
and, in a letter answering a Senate in- 
quiry on Friday, Secretary Carlisle let out 
the surprising fact that nearly $1,000,000 
in Treasury notes has been redeemed in 
silver within the last few weeks to accom- 
modate holders who wanted silver in 
preference to gold; and that he had been 
obliged to reject offers of gold coin in ex- 
change for silver which the law required 
him to keep in the Treasury. 

The wholesale merchants report unex- 
pected activity in the fall trade so far, 
with country buyers unusually well sup- 
plied with ready cash, and collections un- 
commonly easy. Mills and factories every- 
where are starting up from their summer 
vacation, and signs of returning confidence 
and industrial activity are noted from all 
the manufacturing and commercial centers, 
the silver plants alone excepted. 

This reaction has come about and is pro- 
gressing without any help from Congress, 
and there is not the remotest possibility 
that Congress will do anything to suppress 
it. So many prominent bimetallists have 
declared for the unconditional repeal of 
the silver purchase law, that its repeal is 
pretty well assured within amonth at 
farthest. No ‘‘count of noses’’ shows 
any chance for the passage of a free coin- 
age law over the President’s veto, and the 
most strenuous stickler for the gold dollar 
as the only honest dollar need not fear the 
effect of any free coinage law which can 
obtain the approval of Grover Cleveland. 

In short, our midsummer panic was a 
brief midsummer madness from which the 
country is rapidly recovering, and there is 
every prospect that before Congress shall 
have beenin session amonth the money 
hoarders will be engaged in a wild hunt for 
investments and for solvent borrowers.

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GERMAN INGENUITY. 

Consular reports from Germany con- 
tain some very useful and suggestive in- 
formation concerning the progress of 
German metal manufactures upon which 
Americans would do wellto ponder. The 
Germans are capturing much of the busi- 
ness heretofore enjoyed by the English 
and which our manufacturers, blinded by 
the protection fallacy, have ignored as not 
worth their effort. 

Invention, skill, and economy in manu- 
facture are the sources of the pre-eminence 
of Germany in this line. Not con- 
tent with the old-fashioned methods 
the Germans have applied themselves to 
the study of the chemistry of pro- 
duction and have discovered processes 
which will enable them to under- 
sell their more slow-going compet- 
itors. They have set their wits to work 
and have realized the worth of brains in 
better and cheaper goods which command 


_ 
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the market. 


This is the method by which Americans 
won a pre-eminence in manufactures and 
commerce, which we have allowed to slip 
away from us. Instead of self-reliance 
we have got into the habit of depending 
upon the Government to help us out. In- 
stead of the proverbial Yankee ingenu- 
ity we now rely upon largesses from Uncle 
Sam. In many kinds of business the pro- 
tection, that is, the monopoly prices 
guaranteed by legislation, is all that keeps 
lazy witted workers from bankruptcy. 
Inventions gre discredited, because the 
premium put upon skill and business en- 
terprise has been replaced by the bounty 
of paternalism, So far has this stupid 


policy been carried that many inyentions 
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e 7 Se ine "which are not necessary in 
the presence of Government gratuities. 
And our commerce, which once floated 
over every on, is now confined within. 
our Own boundaries. 

The way to recover lost ground and save 
what we have left is to goto work as the 
Germans have done and bid higher for in- 
genuity and skill. As a permanent basis 
of prosperity brains are better than boun- 
ties. When our manufacturers cease to 
look to a paternal Government for salva- 
tion and place themselves upon the self- 
respecting basis of their own sagacity and 
energy our industries will revive and be- 
come famous as examples of what in- 
dividual Americans can do when allowed 
to go their own way without the meddle- 
some patronage of benevolent, but stupid 
legislation. 
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A PUBLIC SCANDAL. 


The opinion has been generally accepted 
that the Behring Sea decision, while es- 
tablishing the great principle of public 
rights in the open sea in defeat of the con- 
tention of our Government, has given us a 
practical victory and great advantages in 
the regulations for the protection of seal 
life. Agent John W. Foster has been es- 
pecially eager to spread and strengthen 
the impression to this effect. 

The opinion, however, will hardly bear 
analysis. The decision denies that we 
have any territorial jurisdiction in 
Behring Sea beyond the three-mile limit 
or that we have any property rights in 
seals beyond that limit. In the face of 
this declaration of free public rights the 
tribunal attempts to curtail them by 
awarding usa monopoly in seal hunting 
for sixty miles outside of the coast line 
and places such regulations upon seal 
hunting as to render pelagic sealing diffi- 
cult and unprofitable. As Baron de Cour- 
cel aptly remarks this is an innovation in 
the direction of the jealous division of the 
products of the sea; in short, it admits 
private ownership in those products and 
tends to nullify or narrow the right of 
common ownership in the ocean highways. 

Now as to the supposed advantages 
which we are to reap from these 
regulations. The only nation upon which | 
the regulations are binding is Great 
Britain, and they are binding upon her 
solely by voluntary agreement. What 
reason have we to expect that other nations 
will feel bound to respect the regulations 
of the tribunal and will compel their citi- 
zens to obey them? In justification of 
disregard of these regulations they can 
plead the decision of the tribunal that the 
seais openand property insealson the 
open sea common. There is no answer to 
this plea except the argument of might, 
and while the combined influence of Great 
Britain and the United States is strong 
it must be backed in this matter by threat 
of war to be effective. The sea must be 
policed and as the favored party the Unit- 
ed States must do the policing. . 

We must therefore maintain the regula- 
tions by force, which will entail a heavy 
cost on the Government. Large additional 
cost must be met to pay the damages ac- 
cruing for our assertion of untenable rights 
in Behring Sea. These enormous expenses 
are laid upon the people of the United 
States, for what? Tosustain a monopoly 


American Commercial Co. for the paltry 
sum of $55,000 a year, which has been 
scaled down whenever the company has 
put up a poor mouth, not adrop in the 
bucket to the necessary expenditures of 
the Government. 

The advantages cost far more than they are 
worth. The cost of gaining and maintain- 
ing them might be justified if it were suf- 
fered in behalf of a great principle, for the 
particular benefit of all the people or fora 
valuable scientific end, but the outlay is 
made to sustain a monopoly curtailing the 
rights of the American people and the 
general rights of mankind for the benefit 
of a few rich men. 

The conduct of the United States in the 
whole sealing transaction has been vicious 
in principle and wrongfulin consequences. 
It has been a public scandal.

HYPNOTISM AND CRIME. 


An interesting paper on Hypnotism in 
Medical Jurisprudence’’ by Judge Daily, 
a distinguished jurist of New York, was 
presented to the Congress on Medical 
Jurisprudence at the World’s Fair last 
Thureday. In it are expressed many 
things that people have been thinking 
about very seriously since the revival of 
hypnotic wonders during the past few 
months. 

The consequences of an irresponsible ex- 
ercise of hypnotic power are suggested in 
the following paragraphs: 

A person who is thoroughly hypnotized is 
under the absolute control of the hypnotizer. 
He is controlled as much dy thoughts, and 
even more, than by words. A person inthe 
hypnotic state will likely hear only the voice 
ofthe bypnotizerand will do what he com- 
mands him to do. The subject will remem- 
ber matters and affairs in bis own life, He 
can be made to see things in a false light and 
toactin accordance with what he sees. If 
he was told to forget all that bas passed 
while he is in the hypnotic condition he will 
likely have no recollection whatever of any- 
thing that was said or done by him or in his 


presence during that time.

It all sounds incredible, like the stories 
of medieval magicians, who raised the 
devil by a hocus pocus of nonsensical 
words and sent him to and fro playing 
childish tricks on the multitude. But 
we cannot say that hypnotism is mere 
magic, nor that the acts performed by 
means of it are meaningless pranks. It is 
to-day one of the cogclusions of science, 
acknowledged to be such by those best 
able to judge. It is no longer a part of 
the paraphernalia of humbug, but a very 
hard fact which must be dealt with intel- 
ligently and with great circumspection. 

Laws prohibiting the employment of the 
power by unlicensed persons would, as 
Judge Daily suggests, be wholly ineffect- 
ual, owing to the ease with which the offen- 
der can cover his tracks, and, for the same 
reason, it is hard to see how penalties can 
be inflicted for its wrangful use. We are 
confronted with Le Horla of Guy de Mau- 
passant, and we are no better prepared to 
deal with the phantom than was the vic- 
tim of that fantastic creation of his own 
diseased imagination. 


ON another page will be found the re- 
sult of an investigation made by a special 
representative sent to England by ,the 
New York Won and St. Louis Posr- 
DISPATCH to investigate the celebrated 
Gallagher case. This man, it will be re- 
membered, was an American citizen, con- 
victed in the British courts ten years ago 
of complicity in the dynamite con- 
spiracies. Our Government made sev- 
eral ineffectual attempts to secure 
his release. It was said some time ago that 
he had lost his reason, but a physician 
appointed by the Home Secretary to inves- 
tigate reported that he was perfectly sane, 
but a victim of voluntary starvation. The 
story is told in detail, and is particularly 
interesting on this side of the water from 
the fact of the prisoner’s American citizen- 
ship.

Crean’s story: . was sitting that 
night in the place I usually occupy in the 
bench behind Mr. Austin, whichis overhung 
by the side gallery. A number of Kadicals 
stood on the floor gazing at the Tories, and 
some man on the front opposition bench whom 
Icould not identify because I was sitting 
behind, addressed some observations ina 
loud voice to the Radicals on the floor. One 
of the Radicals (Mr. Logan) came across and 
spoke to the man on the front bench 
who nad been crying out and ended 
by sitting next Mr. Carson. As he 
did so Mr. Hayes Fisher, who was 
sttting immediately behind caught Mr, Lo- 
gan by the back of the neck and tried to 
force him off the seat while Sir Ashmead 
Bartlett seizea him by the coat with the same 
object.

In the course of the struggie I lost a 
diamond pin, which, by the way, was sent a 
present to me many years ago from America 
and which I prized very much. It was picked 
up by a lory member, however, and I got it 
back the next day. f hold myself perfectly 
justified in what I did.“ 


BARON ROTHSCHILD, member of Parliament 
for Mid Buckinghamshire, is one of the great 
banking family.

FAMINE COUNTRY GLUTTED 
WITH UNSALABLE FOOD.

the Harvest—Diane Von Lassen, a 
Berlin Actress, Marries Prince Alex- 
and-r of Prussia Morganatically—The 
Woman's Matrimonial Story An Em- 
peror’s Night and Day-—Berlin’s 
Bulky Budget. 


BERLIN, Aug. 19.—The tariff war is begin- 
ning to show effects far from beneficial to 
the agricultural interests of Russia, if the 
market at Odessa, the principal port for the 
shipment of grain, can be taken as a trust- 
worthy thermometer, The price is falling 
rapidly there, the outlet to Germany, the 
biggest rye customer, being closed by the 
high duties. Rye is offered at that point at 
56 kopeks per pud (about 56 cents a bushel), 
and even at that price there is 
hardly any demand. The cost of 
transportation and other charges amount 
to about 28 cents a bushel, and it is thought 
here the price of rye will soon reach a figure 
that will hardly leave the Russian any mar- 
gin over the actual cost of production. The 
other cereals are suffering the same way, as 
there is a large stock of the last and preced- 
ing years still on hand. In Russia this crop 
is going to be one of the best on record. But 
Russian merchants and agriculturists, ac- 
cording to information received here by an 
extensive importer of grain, look forward to 
the future with apprehension lest they shall 
be unable to dispose of their grain at living 


prices. 

Itis only natural thatthe Russian press 
should almost unanimously express a desire 
that the new tariff negotiations shall be 
opened Oct. 1, and that the desire is shared 
in a lively*manoer in Germany by ali manu- 
facturers, merchants and importers. AI- 
though Russia is suffering in her grain mar- 
ket* Germany is suffering more through par- 
alysis of the iron market. Nevertheless 
there is reason to believe that if negotiations 
are re-opened Germany will not give way 
much, but will demand from Russia about 
the same terms that were the cause of the 
treaty collapse, and unless Russia is pre- 
pared to meet these conditions the whole 
situation will remain as it is. 

If the tariff war should last a year, at least 
500,000 tons of rye would remain on Russia’s 
hands in addition to what remains now un- 
sola. Germany is wellable this year to do 
without Russia’s rye because there is a good 
rye crop here, andthe additional quantities 
needed other countries will contribute, In 
1892 Germany needed 548,000 tons of rye, of 
which Russia supplied 123,000 tons, the 
United States, 136,000; Roumania, 24,000; 
France, 46,000; Austria, 84,000, and a consid- 
erable quantity came from Canada. These 
countries will supply Germany this year 
as well. Finally it is to be considered 
that in time of want of rye other cereals 
like maize, replace itte some extentand the 
use of rye bread and ofrye meat for cattle is 
stopped. If 500,000 tonsof rye remain un- 
sold, and it that quantity added to what 1s 
already on hand stands over until the next 
crop, Russia will then have 1,200,000 tons for 
sale. The price will go down tothe mini- 
mum and Russia will be in an unenviable 
situation. 

ASOLDIER’S SUICIDE. 

A soldier of the frst foot guards named 
Schroeder committed suicide last week by 
shooting at Potsdam. The@Seciel Democratic 
journal Vorwaerts published sme significant 
letters written by him, the fitst bearing date 
of July 29, 1892. He complained to his par- 
ents of Mii treatment on the part 
of superior officers, especially his 
immediate superior non-commissioned of- 
ficer, and begged that friends of the family 
would write in his behalf to that officer, as 
he was afraid to complain himself. The 
father had already complaised the month 
before to the captain of the troup, who re- 
plied that it was not only the right but the 
duty of every soldier to complain of any ill 
treatment on the part of noj-commissioned 
officers. itis expected that @ter the publi- 
cation of these letters an ulry will be 
made into the causes of Sch er’s suicide. 
The official announcement ofit says Schroe- 
der shot himself because he Yas to be pun- 
ished with seven days’ virtullimprisonment 
because it was found at drillpxercise that he 
hed lost a buckle off his trousers. The 
official explanation is lool forward to 
with interest.

IN THE TURK’S SERVICE. 

The new contract between the Turkish 
government and Von der Goltz Pasha has not 
been signed, but is likely to be soon.

The Sultan 
wishes the Pasha to bind himself for five 
years, but the latter will only agree to serve 
another three years inthe lrurkisharmy. It 
is expected thatthe Sultan will give way on 
this point. All other wishes of Goltz Pasha 
regarding bis independence of action 
and certain conditions relating to his 
personal position as a Prussian General in 
Constantinople have been agreed to. The 
financial terms and the conditions of rank 
are the same as in the old contract, but it is 
generally expected that Baron Von der Goltz 
Will in a short time receive from the Sultan 
the rank of Field Marshal, and that in addl- 
tion to the salary of 39, 400 he receives under 
the old contract the sultan will confer on 
himayearly stipend from his own private 
purse.

MUZZLING THE FIRST, PAGE. 

A remarkable article by Count Vonder 
Reicke-Volmerstein is published. He ad- 
vocates, in all seriousness, giving up the 
front page of every political newspaper to 
the free use of the Government, whose 
officials shall be expounders of the state 
policy and be responsibie for the leading 
articles therein. His principal argument in 
favor ofthe plan is that the press of to-day 
is for the most part in the hands of ignorant 
irresponsables who can inveigh against altar 
and throne without the Government 
being able to altogether stop them. 
The Count says that by every paper being 
compelled to give upits first or political page 
the possibility of misrepresentation of ov- 
ernment bills would be avoided. The law 
already gives power to the government to in- 
sert detalied statements of its policy, views 
and wishes. He suggests that this task 
should be carried out by pensioned officers 
and officials, as thusthe people would be able 
to form a correct judgment and views on the 
national policy and be no longer at the 
mercy of ‘‘thoughtless agitators. Many 
more votes he claims would have 
been recorded in favor of the recent 
military billif every voter had found de- 
tailed explanations from the Government 
with regard toit in his newspaper in black 
and white, whereas all he saw was the 
Statements about unbearadle loads and 
taxes. ‘Ihe Count expresses his conviction 
that such a bill as he proposes would meet 
with no opposition which could not be over- 
come, It is needless to add that the news: 
papers are not treating the scheme seriously. 

VON MALTZAHN RETIRES. 

Court Posadouski Werner, the successor of 
Baron Von Maltzahn as Imperial Treasurer, 
will assume the duties of office on Sept. 1. 
On the same day Baron Von Maltzahn will 
give a farewell banquet to the officials of the 
Treasury and other Government depart- 
muhnts. 

With the retirement of Baron Von Malt- 
zahn, the head of the Treasury, is supposed 
to vanish any element of destruction.

KANSAS Crrr. Mo., Aug. 19.—Senator J. 0. 
McGinnis of St. Louls died near Houstonia 
to- day. 


The announcement of Senator McGinnis’ 
death was received in st. Louis by 
his many friends with sorrow and 
regret. Although he had deen sick 
but a short time it was evident from 
the nature of his complaint that he could 
not long survive his last attack. An affec- 
tion of the liver from which he had suf- 
fered more or less, for some time 
past, developed acute symptoms, and 
despite the efforts of his physicians, he suc - 
cumbed. He passed away quietly, sur- 
rounded by his family and a few intimate 
friends, 

Three weeks ago his family started to Cut. 
cago to attend the Exposition, but the Sena- 
tor whose health has not been good for some 
time did not feel equal to the journey and

instead ot accompanying them went to his 
farm at Houstonia, Mo., hoping that country 
alr and the company of his mar- 
ried daughter would drive away the disease 
which had fastened itself upon his vitals. 

His hope was vain, liver complaint having 
developed in a fatal manner. No one, how- 
ever, thought his illness would term- 
inate fatally. Mrs. McGinnis returned 
from Chicago on the 9th inst., 
and it was the expectation that 
he would at that time have returned and 
would have met her at the family residence, 
89:6 Michigan avenue. A few days prior to 
this, one of his sons, 
was often called, Frank, a physician, 
chanced to accidentally fall from a wagon 
in which he was riding and to seriously injure 
himself. This so alarmed and agitated the 
Senatorasto confine himto bed. Still his 
letters breathed of no immediate danger and 
Mrs. McGinnis consequently did not hasten 


— him, however, he had breathed his 
ast. 

Senator McGinnis was 63 years old in July. 
He leaves, besides the bereaved widow, four 
sons and one daughter to mourn the stroke 
of fate which made them so suddenly father- 
less. Two of these, Robertand Harold, are 
physicians, Quincy and Clive, resided at 
home, and the daughter, Mrs. Beckham. 
lived with her husband upon the 
farm at Houstonia, where Senator Me- 
Ginnis died. In his will he had made 
na request that his remains be incerred by the 
side of his mother in Illinois, and according 
to that request the body will be taker direct - 
ly to that State. 

Senator McGinnis has served eighteen terms 
in the Missouri Legislature since the civil 
war, in which he distinguished himself as a 
Union soldier. In politics ne was a consist- 
ent member of the Republican party. 

Having been a member of the Baptist 
Church, his funeral wil! be conducted under 
the rites of that religious denomination. 


THE DEAD SENATOR. 
James C. McGinnis was born in Pulaski 
Co., Ky., on July 19, 1830, and consequently 
was 63 years old at the time of his death. He 
was brought to Missouri as a child in 
1836 and from here carried to IIIinois two 
years later.

Identity of the Woman With Whom John 
Herris Epent His Last Hours. 


New YORK, Aug. 19.—It bas Deen discov-— 
ered whothe Woman really is with whom 


John Barris, the wealthy Brooklyn leather 
merchant, who died at the Revere House 


last Wednesday, spent is last hour, 
and who revealed his tdeatity just 
before his death. she was the only friend 
who had witnessed the sudden death of the 
leather merchant and the only one who 
ha@ ministered to him in hig dying 
moments.

BOGUS CHECKS BEING NEGOTIATED BY 
DISHONEST EMPLOYES. 


An Investigation Set on Foot Disclosed 
the Fact That the Pay Roll Called For 
Nearly $20,000 Which Was Not Due 
A Large Number of Arrests Made— 
Crime. 


STREATOR, III., Aug. 19.—A wholesale sys- 
tem of robbery is being unearthed by the 
omicitals of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
road. It has been the custom of the Santa Fe 
to pay its men with checks in accordance 
with the reports of the agents and section 
foremen. Recently Supt. Ressigne suspected 
ali was not right and put Special Agent John 
J. Kinney to work on tue case. Kinney sug- 
gested sending the pay car out and have the 
men come to the car and sign their checks. 
The resv it was startling. Nearly 620, 000 worth 
of checks were not called for on the trip 
between Ohicago and Topeka. The detec- 
tives were sent along the line and they 
learned that in many cases the section fore- 
man would make outhis pay - roll for, say 
seven men, when he was only working five 
men. When the checks were handed the 
forman, he would take the checks of the two 
(dead) men, sign the fictitious names to 
them and, instead of getting them cashed at 
the Santa Fe of ce, they would negotlate 
them with various merchants. As a result 
of the investigation a large number 
of arrests were made along the line 
of the road to-day. The victim in 
this city being James Casey, who bas been 
with the Santa Fe for sixteen years. Four 
orders were produced at his trial this morn- 
ing which had bees issued in as many 
months and to as many different men, and 
Casey was held to the Grand-jury in $1,500 
bonds. The officials say thatthe foreman 
ata station near Fort Madison, Io., had 
seven dead men“ on the pay roll. How 
long these frauds have been going on the 
officials cannot say, but great efforts will be 
made to catch all the culprits and make them 
suffer for their crimes.

GREENVILLE, S. C., Aug. 19.—One of the 
most gigantic schemes for securing large 
shipments of goods on fraudulent pretenses 
was inaugurated by Charles P. Barrett of 
Spartanburg and two others who assisted 
in defrauding the Government by establish- 
ing new post-offices and canceling large 
quantities of stamps, securing bogus mort- 
gages on the shipment and foreclosing them. 
The culprits have been indicted in 
the United States Court here. Post- 
office Inspector Peem is at work 
on the case. Some sensational developments 
are looked for. A few days ago the house 
and office occupied by Owings, one of the 
conspirators, who has furnished testimony 
for the Government, were burned by an in- 
cendiary fire, presumably to destroy evi- 
dence.

WELSH, SCOTCH, ENGLISH AND IRISH 
RADICALS WANT TO BOSS. 


The Grand Old Man Compelled to Ex- 
haust All the Means at His Command 
to Keep the Elements in Line — Dr. 
Gallagher's Condition — The Monetary 


Bituation—London Gossip. 


Lorpor, Aug. 19.—Few English prime min- 
isters have encountered such difficulties 
among their political friends as Mr. Glad- 
stone has encountered and overcome since 
the home rule bill went into the committee 
stage. 

Almost every paragraph has been made 
the subject of domestic quarrels by the Gov- 
erment majority. In the committee stage 
Mr. Gladstone was worried day and night by 
the requests, demands and threats of the di- 
vided Nationalists. With the passage of the 
financial clauses, the paragraphs concerning 
Irish representation at Westminster and 
similar thorny parts of the bill in 
committee the great Liberal pub- 
lic supposed that the old man’s 
time of trial was over and that the bill would 
be carried through the final reading without 
farther strain upon his overtaxed energies. 
The great Liberal public, however, was com- 
paratively unacquainted with the deplorable 
factiousness which has grown steadily with 
the progress of the bill through the House of 
Commons. Recently the situation of the 
Government has been critical, and only by 
Mr. Gladstone’s incomparable tactical skill 


‘and by his dauntiess persistence in pressing 


forward towards the home rule goal, has it 
been saved from going to pieces. 

Unionist obstraction bas been a far less 
threatening dim culty than the innumerable 
_ Jealousies and heartburnings in the 
Liberal ranks. Each Gladstonian group, 
‘whose support of the home rule bill was se- 
cured through promise of special legislation 
‘opened out on the Prime Minister as soon 
as it felt thatthe bill was virtually through 
the House and therefore their part ofthe 
“bargain had been fulfilled, and demands 
that the Governments pledge’s and assur- 
ances be realized without delay multiplied 
on every side. 

The Welsh members went so far as to send 
Mr. Gladstone a sortof ultimatum tothe 
effect that unless Welsh disestablishment 
should be the next measure proposed by the 
Government they would slip from under at 
_the last moment and leave home 
the ministry in the lurch. 

The Scotch Liberal members, after a party 
conference, made known their demands to 
the Premier in a similar although some- 


what less menacing manner. 

The English Radicals, who, under the lead- 
ership of the incalculable Mr. Labouchere, 
have been rexarded with growing appre- 
hension ever since the beginning of the home 
rule fight, insist thatthe Irish counciis bill 
must be passed at the autumn session of 
Parliament,even though all other Govern- 
ment business must go to the wall. 

Of all the malcontents the Welsh threaten 
most vigorously and are most keenly feared, 
as the withdrawal of their thirty votes would 
leave Mr.Gladstone with a majority of hardly 
ten, and would render impossible the con- 
timued existence of the Government. Their 
open revolt has been deferred for the time 
being by divisions among themselves as well 
as ty the appealing remonstrances of the 
Liberal whips. 

The cotclimen have been placated bry a let- 
ter from Mr. Gladstone to the effect that 
their demands shall be duly considered when 
the time for determining the course of Gov- 
ernment business shall come. Mr. Gladstone 
nas also promised privately that he Will have 
appointed a select parliamentary committee 
to consider the financial relations of Scotland 
towards the rest of the United Kingdom. This 
promise was a trump card, as the scotchmen 
compiain almost unceasingly that they pay 
too much and get too little in the national 
economy. 

To the protesting Radicals Mr. Gladstone 
bas sa:d merely, Walt.“ 

This advice is not grateful to Mr. 
vouchere, and before starting for Marien- 

i, toenjoy a vacation and take the waters 
he expressed his displeasure in a manifesto 
to his constituents. In this manifesto he 
condemns the legislative plan of applying 
the closure relentiessiy in the Onal stages of 
the home rule bill and the estimates and ad. 
vocates the dropping of the home rule Dill 
until 1804in order that the autumn sessiou 
may be devoted to the Newcastle pro- 


gramme. 
Despite the yelling of this quarrelsome 
pack at his heels, Mr. Gladstone, in apparent 
serenity, holds to his course straight ahead 
and keeps to himself whatever vexation and 
misgivings his diversified following causes 
him. He plans now that the final vote on 
the whole billshall be taken on Aug. 81.

INDIAN LANDS. 


A Fruitiess Session of the Commission 
Held in This City Yesterday. 


The conference held in this city between 
the Cherokee Commissioners and the repre- 
resentatives of the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
tribes was practically without result. At 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon the commission- 
ers met the representatives of the two tribes 
and offered $1,750,000 for all their rights in 
lands in the Indian Territory west of the 98th 
deg. of west longitude, which embraces the 
Commanche and Wichita reservations. 
The Indian represeniatives refused the offer, 
contending that they were only authorized to 
accept a proposition granting them $1.25 per 
acre for the land in controversy, while the 
proposition made was based on 62% cents 
per acre. As no agreement could be reached, 
the commission adjourned last evening to 
convene again in Washington in the fall. In 
1822 the Government made a treaty with the 
(hickasaws and Choctaws for a large terri 
tory in what is now known asthe Indian 
Territory. In 1855 the Government con- 
ceived the idea of forming the 
Territory, and at once leased out per- 
petuity lands between the 98th and 100th 
puralliels, buying therefor $800,000. Some 
years later, or about 1865, the Government 
decided to purchase the title and pal $300,- 
OO additional on account. The Wichitas, 
Kiowas, Commanches, Oheyennes and Arap 
ahoes, at the time the land was lease, oc- 
cupled the tract in controversy, together 
with white settlers. Shortly after the com- 
missioners were appointed they commenced 
to buy out these Indian tribes, reserving to 
them only their homesteads. Now the Ohoc- 
tawsand Chickasaws claim that the pro- 
ceedings is a violation of the contract 
by which the United States Government 
a«reed to reserve all the land so acquired for 
the sole use of the Indian race. ‘he Choc- 
taws and Chickasaws claim 431.25 per acre 
on the lands of the Wichitas, Kiowas, Com- 
mee and Apaches—some 3, 000, acres

As the commissioners refused to grant the 
request of the Indian representatives, the 
matter will elther mre held over until the 
meeting ofthe commissioners in Washing- 
ton, or the attention of Oongress will be 
called to the same.

Since we assume that most people who 
speak about oleomargarine do not either 
Know the method of its manufacture nor the 
materials of whichit is composed, we wish 
to say that oleomargarineis composed of 
butter, butter oll, neutral oll and oleo oil. 

Elgin creamery butter and butter made at 
the factory daily are the products used in 
Oleomarzarine. 


Butter oll is made by pressing the oll from 
American cotton seed. It is pure, nutritious 
veuetable oll, which is used in small quan- 
til ſes to soften the texture of oleomargarine. 

Neutral lard is pure, chilled leaf lard, 
cooked ata low temperature, and is then 


forty-eight hours, which removes all 
flavor, leaving a perfectly neutral material. 

Oleo oll is made from the choicest fat of 
beef cattle, chilled in lce-water, then melted 
at a temperature of 140 deg. Fahrenheit. 
From this is presseda 1 soluble oll, 
known as oleo oll, ich isthe only beef 
product vsed in oleomargarine.

Can youtell what kind ofa bird itis by 
the way it files? 

You ought to be able todo so,if you love 
birds and intend to become well acquainted 
with them, 

A celebrated writer says that a good or- 
nithologist should De able to know birds by 
their air as well as by their colors and shape; 
on the and as wellas on the wing, and in 
the bush as wellasinthe hand, For, though 
every kind of a bird has not a manner pecu- 
liar toitself, there is a certain sometbing 
about almost all of them by which you can 
tell them under almost any circumstances. 

In the country you may see kites and buz- 
garde. They sail around in circles, with 
wings spread but still. From this habit of 
gilding they are called ‘‘gieads’’ in the north 
of England. é 

Owls move in a buoyant manner, as if 
lighter than the air. Ravens when on the 
“wing spend much time striking each other, 
and often turn on their backs with a loud 
croak, and seem to be falling to the ground. 
In fact, they are scratching themselves with 
one foot and have lost their center of gravity. 
Crows and daws swagger in their walk. 
Woodpeckers fir opening and closing their 
wings, and so are always rising or falling in 
curves. Whenthey run up trees they use 
their tails, which incline Gownward, as a 
sort of support. Most of the small birds fly by 
jerks, rising and “a= 4 as they advance, and 
most of these hop; but wagtails and lark 
walk. Sxylarks rise and fall perpendicularly 
as they sing: Woodlarks tang poised in the 
air, and titlarks rise aud fall in large curves, 
singinga@s they come aown.

IN EPPING FOREST. 


— — 
How London’s East En ters Enjoy Their 
Halt Holiday. 
Special Correspondence SuNDAY POsT- DISPATCH. 

LONDON, Aug. 5.—My frst visit to Epping 
Forest, provably the greatest noliday resort 
in the world, was made in a costermon ger’s 
cart, in which I held proprietary interest. 

As we jogged along at an easy gait in the 
fine May morning there was much inter- 
esting to see and Know through the medium 
of my coster friena’s sources of informa- 
tion, While they quaintly tola me of 
this and that, to them, familiar object 
along or upon the highway. I gave 
them, in return, a bit of the Forest history. 
Some of these things my readers may care to 
Know as well as Jem and Becky and &prat. 
In ancient times it was known as Waltham 
Forest, and in those days comprised 60,000 
acres. It was exclusivdély used as the royal 
hunting ground, with most cruel foresters in 
charge who usually settled the cases of 
poachers with their darts, scarcely troubling 
the hard justices in fyre, who, until 1670, 
held thefr justice seat here in the Forest 
every three years. In later though stil! olden 
times the annual Epping hunt was one of the 
most famous stag hunts of England. Even 
to-day this ancient custom is still observed 
by unloosing, every Easter Monday, a fat, 
beribboned stag, which ambles amitably 
about the Forest, followed by hundreds of 
London quasi-huntsmen, a lot of happy, 
friendly curs and perhaps 10,000 East End 
ragamufins who fall over each other merrily 
and madly in the general scramble through 
the shadowy forest glades. 

Henry the Third wasthe first sovereign to 
give the mayor and citizens of London the 
Privilege of sporting in the royal forest; and 
thus it gradually grew into a vast common. 
But there were no legally defined rights. By 
1871 suburban encroachments and imclosures 
had extended so rapidly that less than 4,000 
acres of Epping Forest remained. A great pop- 
ular agitation against its diminution followed. 
This resulted in the Corporation of London, 
under authority of an act of Parllament, and 
at an expense to the present time of about 
£750,000 by purchase of manortal rights and 
other proceedings, recovering several thou- 
sand acres which had been IiInclosed. 

The entire area, amounting to about 6,000 
acres, which stretches away to the northeast 
of London on the western vorder of Essex, 
from Wanstead to the town of Epping, a dis- 
tance of about twelve miles, was publicly 
declared forever free to ti people“ by the 
Queen, Who appeared at the Forest in per- 
son, before a concourse of fully 200,000 
Londoners, on May 6, 1882." Since that time 
portions of the tract have been measurablr 
beautifned and improved, but they chief 
glory of Epping Forest is in its actual 
primeval character. Scarceiy an acre of its 
surface has ever been touched by sp2'le or 
plow. Old Roman camps are within it 
shaded by the selfsame trees which clustered 
about them nearly 2,000 years ago; and the 
turfupon the earthwork where Boadicea, 
Queen ofthe Iceni, was defeated by Suet- 
onius, with 80,000 Britons slain, since it ro- 
ceived that mighty feast of blood, save the 
prodding of antiquarians, has never been 
disturbed. 

We were at once in the thickest of it, not 
ofthe Forest, but of the mighty throng. 
Avenues’ upon avenves of East Enders 
stretched in every direction. It was now 
after noon, the Saturday half-holiday, a joy- 
ous, glorious day withal, and it seemed that 
from all ways leading from London and near 
outlying towns great tides of humanity came 
sweeping on, each one greater than the one 
before it, and all finally merging atthe edge of 
the woods and over the open spaces in seeth- 
ing masses of motion and color. It was like 
the action of incoming sea-tides breaking 
upon a shallow, shingly beach. No one can 
understand the compilex'ty, the irrepressi- 
bility, the vastness of a London holiday 
crowd until the greater portion of these 100,- 
000 or 150,000 souls can de seen here at a glance 
movin upon and almost storming this 
ancient Epping Foresten masse. Far back 
as the eye can reach hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of outlandish Essex shan lrydans, as 
many t s and gigs, Whitechape! omnt- 
buses, millers’ and butchers’ carts, brewers’ 
vans and coster’s carts, are moving toward 
you, around and between which countiess 
thousands of folk afcot, concentrating from 
highways, from lanes and from footpaths 
across the felds, are massed in seemingly in- 
extricable confusion. 

What are the amusements of this vast 
army of men and women and lads and lasses? 
Chiefly in wallowins, and I use the expres- 
sion literally, in the sun and shade of Epping 
Forest. Thousands upon thousands have 
brought their hampers or baskets as we have 
done. Then, in great splatches of color, 
they group ana heap themselves in wriggling 
bunches of enjoyment over field, upon brae, 
in cool recess, in shady avenue, upon grassy 
meadow, in deep wood glades, and actually 
waliow in the ancient forest turf and 3011. 
They wander and stroll and leap and race, 
and shout and sing and dance, and turn 
hand-springs and somersaults, and cavort 
and pirouette and act like half mad folk, just 
as they do at Hempstead Heath, while the 
bands roar and the crowd-§ hallo, and 
mounted police and Forest verderers look 
on with benign smiles atthe unrestrained 
and unrestrainable enjoyment. lurn where 
2 may, from Chingford, six miles north of 

pping, or from Beak Hill, three miles east

to Loughton, the same wild scenes of physi-

A reporter fora French newspaper wrote 
home, after observing the crowds at the 
World's Fair: 

Ide American men are very queer. They 
all look and Gress as if they were at a never- 
ending funeral. There is no relief or taste in 
their garments, They wear Diack mostly— 
black trousers, black coat, black waistcoat, 
black shoes, black tie, black hat. The gen- 
eral somber effect of all this blackness is set 
of dy a patch of white onthe shirt bosom, 
and, occasionally, white cuffs. 

**This lack of color is depressing, especial- 
ly when taken in conjunction with the total 
glooms that surrounds every American man, 
even when in search of pleasure. Enjoy- 
ment, apparently, is a solemn thing here— 
something not to be laughed at.

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Guest or Wetter— Which? 
dy his environment, and if he were to take 
up his abode here permagentiy, there Is no 
doubt that, inthe course of time, he would 
wear as melancholy a mien and as dismal 
clothing as his neighbors. ö 

„It is not so with the women. They not 
only dress more brilliantly than the men, 
but even more brilliantly than the average 
woman of London or Paris, They pay a great 
deal of attention to their clothes. They buy 
fashion plates, stare into windows for hours, 
and turn around on the streets to inspect 
one another’s costumes, And they are also 
less serious than the men.“

A Souvenir of Firat Congress Coin Now 
Owned by Capt. Fullene. 


From the Seattle Post-Intelligencer. 
Capt. G. W. Bullene, United States Inspec- 
tor of Bollers, bas a pocket piece recently 
presented to him which he prizes highly. It 
is a copper token or souvenir, just the size 
ofa silver dollar, issued by authority of the 
First Congress, and Dearing the date of 
91776.“ 

On one side is the familiar relief of the God- 
dess Of Liberty, beneath her the date and 
over her head a group of thirteen stars with 
spreading rays beneath them. Around these 
is the inscription containing the first of the 
self-evident truths of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, viz: ‘*These United Colonies are 
and of right ought to be free and independent 
States. The inverse side isso worn that all 
the lettering cannot be read. Around the 
margin are the words: ‘‘By authority of the 
Cone ress of the United states. Inside of 
this isa wreath forming a full circie, in the 
lower part of which appear the words, 
„American Independence. Above these 
words the surface is worn, and only the let- 
ters ion“ can be made out, suggesting the 
whole inscription: In commemoration of 
American ndependence.’’ ‘Ihe 
words could doubtless be supplied from the 
records of Congress or by some expert num- 
ismatist. 

The pocket piece was presented to Oapt 
Bullene by E. N. Miller, an old steamboat 
engineer who has run on the Calltfornia and 
Mexican coast, and who had carried it in his 
pocket for seventeen years,

NEITHER BADLY INJURED, BUT SLUPSKY 
GETS THE VERDICT FOR POINTS.

The Colonel’s Refusal to Discontinue a 
Conversation With Ex-Congressman 
Frank and Give Brady « Private 
Audience Oauses the Trouble—Brady 
Locked Up. 


John Thomas Brady, the irrepressible ex- 
saloonkeeper, and Ool. Abe Slupsky, the 
well-known Republican politician, engazed 
in afistic encounter in front of Stanley's 
cigar store at 614 Olive street, about 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, John Thomas Brady 
secured the first honor, but it is stated that 
he came out second best, and the fight was in 
a fairway to be given to Slupsky, when 
the parties were separated.

Slupsky got in good work on John Thomas’ 
face in the vicinity of his eyes. Slupsky 
claims that he knocked John Thomas down 
three times. 

The men fell to the sidewalk and continued 
struggling when the officer who stands at 
the corner of Seventh and Olive streets, 
neing attracted by the commotion, 
separated thecombatants. On investigating. 
and finding that John Thomas was the ag- 
gressor, Slupsky was released and John 
Thomas was given a rie in the hoodlum 
waxzon to the Four Courts, Where he was 
locked up in the holdover on a charge of dis- 
turDing the peace, which was preferred by 
Slupsky, who walke: to the Four Courts. 

SLUPSKY’S STATEMENT.

Ben Holt’s Endeavor to Conjure With 
Mark Twain's Wanrd-—Prof. Fiete 
Description of Himself—Neows and An- 
ecdotes of Literary Men- 


A new publication that is likely to attract 
some attention is The Railroad Question,’’ 
by William Larrabee, ex-Governor of Iowa, 
Few persons can be found who would go 
farther in the direction of State control of 
railroads than Gov. Larrabee. He does not 
believe in State ownership, certainly not in 
State construction, but he claims that either 
the States or the nation should control the 


railroads to an extent which would 
amount to partial ownership with- 
out the responsibility that rests upon 


managers under the present system of furn- 
ishing, if possible, interest to bondholders 
and diviaends to stockholders. In fact Gov. 
Larrabee believes that there should be no 
railroad bonds at all. He would favor laws 
requiring all lines to be constracted from the 
money pald in by the stockholders. Where 
repairs or additions tothe equipment have 
to be made, the necessary funds should be 
obtained from the receipts, and not from an 


issue of bonds. Just what should be done 
in a case where the immediate 
expenditure of a sum ot money 


larger than the available surplus is required 


he does not explala. 

That railroad stockholders should expect 
to receive as large returns as persons en- 
gaged in private enterprises the author does 
not consider just, A railroad being a per- 
manent investment he holds that the profits 
should be Hmited to such interest as is ro- 
ceived for such securities as Government 
bonds. He locks horns with Judge Brewer of 
the United states Supreme Court for stating 
in a decision that when the rates 
prescribed by State Railroad Commissions 
would not pay some compensation to the 
owner that it wasthe duty of the courts to 
protect the railroads from such rates, and 
that compensation implied three things— 
cost of service, interest on bonds, and some 
dividends. This doctrine Gov. Larrabee 
characterizes as absurd, for the reason that 
some railroads may be bonded for several 
times their value or extravagantly man- 
aged. In fact, he is strongly opposed 
to the interference of courts under 
any circumstances, holding that the de- 
lays and technicalities of the law frequently 
prevent the people from obtaining their 
rights. The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
Sion he belleves to have been serious! 
hampered in its work by the adverse deci- 
sions of Federalcourts. Strange to say, the 
decision which seems to meet with more ap- 
proval than any other is the one in the fa- 
mous Ann Arbor strike trial. He belle ves in 
it, because it works in the direction of gov- 
ern mental control. 


The solution of the ek problem, Gov. 
l 


Larrabee believes, wi! be found 
in the appointment of State Com- 
missioners and a Director-General 


of railroads for the control of interstate 
commerce. Rates should be fixed, both 
freight and passenger, men should be em- 
ployed, and every detall of the management 
of the raliroads should be subject to State or 
national revision. Particular pains should 
be taken to prevent the purchase of lezis- 
latures, or the subsidization’ of the press. 
Should a commission or a director-general 
come to the conclusion that the law Is being 
violated he should be empowered toat once 
take entire possession of the offend- 
ing road, without. appealing 
courts, which have so. often been 
found to bea stumbling bDloc«. = Rivalry ve- 
tween lines should be promoted, but not to 
the extent ofarranging time tabies in sucha 
manner that one road should be favored at 
the expense of a competitor, To prevent 
this the time tables should be fixed by the 
commission, Where large profits were made 
the rates should be cut down until they are 
small. Large salaries should be abolished, 
and in fact so little power would remain in 
the hands ‘of railroad officials that there 
would be no excuse from them. The Presi- 
dent’s private car and the ministerial half 
rate are inveighed against,these two features 
of the present management seeming to par- 
ticularly arouse Gov. Larrabee’s ire. Should 
his ideas be carried into effect it Is pick! | hat 
there would be a sudden check put to the ex- 
tension of the raliroad mileage of the coun- 
try.

The bottom has completely dropped from 
under the cotton market, and it looxs as if 
the staple is going to go through the same 
experience that winter wheat was subjected 
to when it began to move.

THE POST'S REVIEW. 

New Yorn, Aug. 19.—The Post says: Inter- 
est centered wholly inthe bank statement 
which was expected to settle in a measure 
the important question how much of the 
imported gold has been obtained and held by 
the clearing-house banks. The statement 
which appeared rather earher than usual 
Was reassuring. It showed the banks to 
have held this week on the average $4,728,000 
more specie than they held a week ago, so 
that although the stock of legaltenders de- 
creased $708,700 and deposits were heavily 
contracted, the reserve has gained $4,499,575 
and now stands $12,000,000 below the legal 
limit. Yet the immediate source of the new 
gold holdings isstill somewhat uncertain. 
Part ot itrepresents no doubt the gold re- 
turned to the Danks which facilitated the 
@Carliest of the specie imports, but it 
is curious that the sum of the increase tallies 
almost exactly with the net balance paid out 
by the New York 8ub-Treasury to city banks, 
& movement otherwise refiected by the 
week’s shrinkage in the Government gold re- 
serve. Nevertheless, however they were ob- 
tained, the new gold holdin are in the 
banks, and it is not unreasonabie to suppose 
since both the gold imports and the Treasury 
gold disbursements have been larger durin 
the last few Gays that to-day’s actual gold 
reserves in the balls are greater than the 
Statement shows. The new bank circula- 
tion, as the statement shows, comes in with 
disappointing slowness. The news of the 
day was limited and the feeling on the stock 
market quite apathetic. As showing the 
present volume of exported merchan- 
dise the figures of the week’s wheat 
shipments were interesting, their 
total, 6,129,700 breaking the 
year’s record and finding parallel as to quan- 
tity but twicein the last half dozen years. 
Unfortunately the price as compared with 
those two weeks of 1892 has been literally cut 
in half, showing the fearful sacrifice at 
which the country is buying foreign gold. 
The Bank of England sold to-day another 
half million in American coin and over a 
million arrived from Havre, the first large 
direct draft for this country on the Bank of 
France's specie. All this, however, found 
no refiection in the market, which remained 
in almost complete stagnation. The stock 
market of the whole week may in fact be 
said to reflect fairly Sonar the utter stag- 
nation of business throughout the country. 
No banker, no merchant and no corporation 
can make plans for the future when 
the question for the moment 
not a question of relative 
but of a fight for existence. 
the returns of merchants’ ledgers were to be 
made as pene asarethe monthly earnings 
of the railroads, casual observers would per- 
haps wonder lessatthe heavy decrease in 
traffic receipts. So far as the railroads alone 
are concerned there is reason to believe that 
the lines converging at Chicago have been 
saved from the worst ofthe contraction by 
the passenger earnings incidental to the 
Fair. This act, combined with the heavy 
movement of stored-up os from Chicago 
to Eastern seaports, explains the relatively 
favorable condition of the companies this 
side of the Missouri. Prrobably it explains as 
well the steadiness with which the securities 
of such companies have been held.

It was large, but prices were so 
low that im many cases the cotton did 
not sell for an amount equal to the cost of 
production, and the planters at the end of 
the season found themselves in debt to their 
factors, instead of having a balance to their 
credit. Within three weeks the cotton in the 
territory tributary to St. Louis will be ready 
for picking. While, of course, the planters 
are anxious in regard to the means of mov- 
ing the crop, their more immediate anxiety 
is in regard to obtaining the means of pick 
ing it. 

The entire crop is estimated at about 
8,090,000 bales. Of thisin the neighborhood 
of 100, 000 bales isin the territory t tary 
to thiscity. It has Deen the habit of the th- 
ern banks to draw on 8t. Louis for the money 
requisite to meet the cost of picking and lend 
tothe planters such sums as they required. 
Those who did not draw on the banks ob- 
tained the money direct from their st. Louis 
factors. Neither of these methods of obtain- 
ing the required funds are feasible at the 
present time. The St. Louis banks have told 
the Southern Danks that they will let them 
havethe money if they haveit to spare at 
the time, but will make no positive promises. 
Itis thought that the ehances are against 
them making the requisite advances ana the 
factors are not in a position todoso, Itis 
estimated thatthe larger houses have from 
$75,000 to $200,000 due them from last year and 
are not prepared to meet further demands, 

CO8T OF PICKING. 

A bale of cotton costs, it is estimated by 
some of the cotton dealers, from $2 to $4.50 
to pick. This would necessitate a sum of be- 
tween $3,000,000 and $6,500,000 to meet the de- 
mands of the workmen. Where this money 
is to come from is what is causing the plant- 
ers great anxiety. Of course some of it will 
be supplied by the local Southern banks, 
which have Deen presets for some time to 
meet the crisis. The banks of Little Rock, 
for iastance, are paying to depositors but $20 
atatime on personal checks, and the de- 

sitors, recognizing the situation, are mak- 
ng no ovjection. But the supply of money 
thus obtainable is by no means adequate to 
the needs of the planters, and New York and 
London will haveto advancethe money, if 
this crop is to de gathered at all this year. 
Some dealers are of the opinion that greater 
difficulty will be encountered in getting the 
crop picked than in having it moved after- 
ward. 

DO NOT FEAR TROUBLE. 

Others take a more hopefal view of 
the situation. Jerome Hill, when asked 
concerning the outlook, said: ‘‘I do not 
anticipate that there will be much trouble in 
getting the cotton 1 To be sure the 
planters are not well off, and it is very dim 
cult for them to obtain money. But very 
large amounts will not de required. The 
workinen are poor also, and have no hope 
of employment at the present time, except 
in the cotton fields. Of course, if all of them 
were to insist on being paid in cash, the 
situation would be serious. But they are 
going to do nothing of the kind. They know 
that the planters will not havethey money 
to pay them, and t they can 
obtain no employment except 
Nelas. They therefore wil 
work, and wait for their pay until the crop is 
sold. There is nothing else for them to do. 
I regard the estimate of the cost of picking 
the cotton made by some as excessive and do 
not think that there will be much trouble en- 
countered in moving the crop in October, and 
feel certain that there will be no difficulty at 
all in getting it picked. The situation in 
every way looks favorable to me.“ 

Another large factor said: In estimat. 
ing the cost of picking the crop some import- 
ant factors are often overlooked. Especially 
in the section tributary to St. Louis a great 
proportion of the crop is grown on small 
plantations, upon which only a few bales are 
produced. The owner and his regular help 
will pick this themselves. and cash payment 
will therefore not be required. Then the 
estimates of the cost of picking above $2 a 
bale are generally excessive. On lar 
plantations where thé amount grown to the 
acre is immense and the climate very un- 
healthy, as for instancein the Yazoo delta, 
the outlay required is Jarge. But on the 
farm where cotton is only one of the 

roducts it does not cost nearly so much.

SMALL BEGINNINGS. 


Primitive Methods of Obtaining Water in 
the Barly Deys—The Water-Cart and 
the Water-Sied—Cisterns and Weils— 
The First Water-Works and Reser- | 
voir—Great Development of the Sys- 
tem. 


Ola residents of St. Louis can remember 
the time when there were BO water-works 
worthy of the name, and when a season of 
drought was looked upon as a great personal 
calamity. In the early days, when the city 
extended ina narrow band along the river 
front, with its center about the foot 
of Market street, cisterns and wells were the 
main reliance. This system continued for 
many years. The possessors Of wells were 
rare,as near the river few springs were 
found in the section that daring the frst 
quarter of the century was settled. In those 
days the cistern was one of the 
most important adjuncts to a house. 
Roofs were carefully built, so that none of 
the rain should run from the eaves to the 
ground, but all should be thrown into the 
cisterns. These were generally constructed 
of brick, and were located as a matter of 
course near the houses. Drainage was very 
inadequately comprehended, end during the 
cholera scourge of 1833 these cisterns were 
perfect hotbeds of disease.

Material From Canada in Great Demand

It was originally six stories high 
and in 1885 was regarded with admiration 

and wonder by even the citizens of St. Louis. 
The demand for office room in fire- proof 
structures becameso great that,the walis 
having been examined and pronounced safe, 
the proprietors decided toadd four more 
stories, and the work was carried out suc- 
cessfully. The Equitable building has 
since been somewhat dwarfed in appearance 
by the erection of twenty or more 
office buildings of magnificent proportions 
and entirely modern in design. ost of 
these bulldings cost upward of half a million 
dollars. Thefigures of the Bullding Com- 
missioner show that St. Louis is havinga 
phenomenal growth and thatthe term new 
St. Louis is well applied. During 
the last three years 100 miles of 
street frontage have been covered with 
new bulldings, These Qgures are carefull 

compiled by the Commissioner himself an 

show that last year alone 6,497 new buildings 
were erected. The amount of bullding in 
the two years previous was almost 
as great. The records show that 
there were 14,500 bulldings actually 
erected during the last thirty-six montis. 
In the Gown-town district millions of aol 
lars have been invested in new office build- 
ings and commercial structures, and these, 
with the new it Hall at Twelfth and Mar- 
ket streetsand the magnificent new Union 

Depot at Eighteenth and siarket streets, fur- 
nish an architectural display which no one 
traveling in the V est should fall to see. The 
accompanying liustration shows the com 
parative heights of the highest buildings in 
the city above the sidewalk. 

Taking the buildings in regular order ac- 
cording to their respective heights the new 
City Hallcomesfirst. This Duliding is now 
Mn an advanced stage of construction and 
will probably be completed this fall. It oc- 
cupies a portion of the old pleasure ground 
and park known as Washington Square. The 
buliding has a frontage of 880 feet and a 
depth of 220 feet and is one of 
the best planned municipal buildings in 
America. Already its fame bas spread over 
the country. The main bullding is five stories 
in height. The general style of architecture 
would be classed as that of the Louis XIV. 
period. The material used is Missour! 
granite for the basement and frst stories 
and above that buf Koman brick with red 
sandstone trimmings. The interior courts 
will be lined with white glazed brick. The 
struciure is, of course, freproof throughout. 
The building proper is 110 feet high, and the 
bell tower which rises from the center of the 
Twelfth street front ts 280 feet high. The 
new City Hall will cost upward of $1,500,000. 

Thenew Union Depot, now nearing com- 
pletion at Eighteenth and Market streets, 
will be one of the most perfect terminalis in 
the world as well as one of the largest. The 
building, by the time it is Onished, will cost 
over $2,000,000. The train shed of the new 
depot is the largest in the world, and its 
roof forms an arch 4f 600 feet radius, the 
height of the centers being 100 feet.

This was a primitive contrivance, 
consisting simply ofa large barrel on wheels, 


generally drawn by a mule and driven by a 
negro. The water was taken from 
the river, and peddled from house to house, 
Intimes of scarcity the demand exceeded 
what could be supplied by the carts, and 
then the water sled was seen. This was a 
contrivance still more primitive than the 
cart, It was simply 

work set on runners, 

was mounted a barrel 

holding water. As there was naturally no 
snow the driver arranged two rags drip- 
ping with ofl to hang just in front of the 
runners, the oil enabling these sleds to move 
with some freedom on the level and to sur- 
mount moderate grades. 


WELLS AND CISTERNS. 

As the city grew westward the water ques- 
tion became a serious one. With distance 
from the river the inconveniences incident to 
the running dry of cisterns increased. 


In the neighborhood of Chosateau’s Pond 
windmills were used to raise water, but this 
was possibile only in that quarter. The peo- 
ple begun to turn their attention to wells, 
and it was soon ascertal ed that in few 
places could so many be found giving pure 
water at a moderate distance from the sur- 
face. Ihe entire city was found to rest upon 
a limestone foundation, through which 
streams of pure, cold water percolated in all 
directions. By sinking from thirty to sixty 
feetalmost anywhere excellent water could be 
found Where large quantities were required, 
as in factories, artesian wells were driven. 
Some wells, as the Kerr well, the Atkinson 
well and the Stewart well, were noted for 
the coldness and the purity of their water. 
When the city was not thickly populated, 
wells were not unhealthy, as they 
are under present conditions, and 
in this respect were far superior to the cis. 
terns. The exceilence of the wells long kept 
St. Louls from having a system of water 
supply commensurate with its size and im- 
portance. 
THE FIRST WATERWORKS. 


It was the necessity of providing some 
adequate protection against fire, rather 
than anything else, that led 


to the 
establishmentof he first waterworks. Bus 
ness houses and factories situated near th 
river had in a measure provided against this 
danger 1 the erection of sheetiron tanks on 
their roofs from which the buildings could be 
fooded. But this protection was most 
inadequate, as many disastrous con- 
flagrations proved. A public sub- 
scription to stock was taken up, 
Mir. John J. O’Fallon being one of the prime 
movers,and in the year 1831 work on the first 
waterworks was begun. Then, as now, the 
necessity of getting above the sewage of 
the river was recognize. After much dis- 
cussion it was concluded to place the 
works on the levee, between the 
streets now known as Dickson and Smith. 
lhe endeavor was at first made to extend the 
pipes across the river to a point near the 
Illinois shore, it being considered that the 
water from the Upper Mississippi, which 
flows on that side of the river, was far 
superior to Missouri River water, but this 
plan was soor abandoned as impraeticable. 

In first works were what would to-day be 
Sy pone pe as very crude, but then were con- 
sidered excellent. The building in which the

street, and on the higher ground east of this 
street the people often had much difficulty 
insupplying their needs when others were 
using water freely. 


METHOD OF SUPPLY. 

The principal mains were laid along Broad- 
way. Part of them are still in use and are no 
larger than is necessary to supply the needs 


of that immediate locality. The extreme 
capacity was not more than one-fifteenth 
of that of the present works. 
That such a supply should prove 
suMicient is accounted for by the fact that 
the consumption per capita was very mich 
less than itis at present. For years after the 
first water-works were erected there was 
not such a thing as a bath - tub supplied with 
with running water in the city, and 
faucets in a house in any room except the 
kitchen were a rarity. Ihe cisterns and wells 
were still used by almost everyone. The

THE NEW WATRHWORKS. 

In 1888 work on the new waterworks was 
commenced, It was decided to locate them 
at the Chain of Rocks. far enough above the 
city to prevent all danger of contamination 
by sewage, which during the last two years 
has at certain stages of the river threat- 
ened the — 3 drawn from Bissell’s 
Point. Ihe work has been actively pushed 
forward, and within twelve months it is ex- 
pected that the supply will be drawn from 
this source. Profiting by past experience, 
settling tanks of ample capacity have 

een provided for, and 150,000,000 
gallons a day of pure and 
clear water can be supplied without pushing 
the works to the limit of their Nae pape 
Connected by admirably bullt conduits with 
the present system of water mains, drawin 
water trom an absolutely uncontamina 
source, and supplied with facilities of all 
kinds, the new water-works will serve as a 
model to other cities. Three million dollars 
is the estimated cost of the change. ,

HUNTING THE TIGER. 


Splendid Sport in India but Dangerous 
in Sou h Am rio.

The Royal Bengal ‘Tiger! His very name 
has a ferocious sound, itexcites curiosity, 
interest, expectation. He isthe king of the 
Indian jungles, lording it over all the other 
animals. The only created thing he Is afraid 
ofis man. Likeall other animals he has an 
instinctive shyness and dread of the mys. 
terious two-legged thing, whose eye has a 
quality that makes him quail and quiver. 
This instinctive dread is well known tothe 
tribes who inhabit the forests of India. If 
one of them meets a tiger he knows that his 
safety lies in preserving a calm and com- 
posed manner. If he starts to run he is gone, 
If he stands his ground the tiger will yield 
bim the right of way. 

Yet once a tiger has met a coward and con- 
quered him, once he has found out how weak 
and puny is the creature he had formerly 
feared, once hs has tasted human blood, be- 
ware. He has become a man eater. He will 
lose his old fear. He will spring at a man 
when he meets him alone, He will lie in 
walt for him. Nay, he will even appear in a 
native village in broad daylight and carry 
off women and children. His appetite can- 
not be restrained. Not until he has been 
killed willthe neighborhood breathe freely 
again. 

But it is not often that the tables are 
turned. As a rule, it is man that hunts a tiger, 
not the tiger that hunts man, And to pene- 
trate the jungies of India and track the mag- 
nificent brute to his lair is a most exciting 
sport. ' 

This is usually done on elephant back. 4 
sort of sedan chair, called a howdah, is 
strapped upon tieelephant. One or more 
hunters may seat themselves therein. Other 
hunters on other elephants usually accom- 
pany them, for tiger hunting is an extremely 
social affair.

On that dark, chilly November 
evening, while the worthy (and perbaps 
slightiy disappointed) burgesses were on 
their way to seek warmth and refreshment, 
be was slinking down by lanes and alleys to.

trembled in the dock, bewildered as he had 
been bewildered throughout the long weeks 
which he bad spent in prison, scarcely able 
to believe that he had recovered his liberty, 
and without any definite idea as to what he 
was to do with it now that he bad got it. 
The mystery of the murder remained as in- 
explicable— or almostas inexplicable—to him 
as it did to the rest of the world. 
Now, the ascertained facts, as succintly 
recapitalated in the Nethergate Chronicle of 
the following day, were these: On Aug. 2% 
Alderman Philips, a well-to-do linen-draper, 
highly respected both in the town and in the 
county, had abruptly discharged a young 
man of the name of Mortimer Lock, who had 
been in his employment as clerk for rather 
morethan a year, andwho had been the 
recipient of much kindness from him and 
from Mrs. Philips. Between 10 and 11 o’clock 
on the evening of the same day Mrs. Pbilips, 
entering a room on the ground floor of her 
private residence had been horrined to dis- 
cover her husband lying, face downward, 
upon the hearth rug, stabbed through the 
heart by a blow which, according to the mea- 
ical evidence, must have been almost in- 
stantaneously fatal. Near to him was 
stretched the inanimate form of the young 
man, Mortimer Lock, who, however, was 
found to have been only stunned, and who 
bad evidently been felled by the heavy 
walking-stick which was afterwards pro- 
duced in court and identified by Mrs. Phillips 
as one «which the late Alderman had con- 
stantly used. Although the night was wet 
and stormy the window was wide open, as 
wasalso the Alderman’s safe, which was 
empty, and which, according to the testi 
mony of various witnesses, should have con- 
taineda considerable sum of money. The 
Gouble-edged knife with which the murder 
had been committed, and which was said to 
be of Norwegian manufacture, was well 
knownto have been the property of young 
Lock, who had frequently exhibited it to his 
friends. It was stated that he had madea 
present of it to his employer, with whom he 
had been upon terms of close intimacy; but 
upon this pointthe evidence was not very 
clear. Mrs. Phillips, as soon as she 
had recovered from the state of 
terror and agitation into which she 
had been thrown by her appalling 
discovery, had hastened to give the alarm 
and summon the police, who, after restoring 
Lock to consciousness, bad very properly 
taken him into custody. Unfortunately for 
the accused, no trace of footsteps could be 
found on the path at the flower- beds outside 
the open French window; on the other hand, 
the fact that only afew shillings had been 
discovered upon his person was a point in

Alliance to all who might be interested in 
their work, to meet them at their rooms on 
Olive street to receive a full explanation of 
their plans and of tlie organization. They 
propose to form one or more clubs in different 
parts of the city for the mutual advance - 
ment, protection and culture of busi ess and 
working women, like numbers of suci insti- 
tutions which are found in Boston, New York 
and elsewhere, greatly tothe benefit of ell 
concerned. These homes and clubs aré n 
planned on any basis of charity, buton nut- 
ual help and co-operation. 

The direct aim of the society is to help each 
self-supporting woman to secure la ‘ger com- 
forts, more pleasures, wider opportanities 
from her own earnings and exertions than 
she could possibly do alone. The entire man- 
agement of such clubs is usually in the 
bands of the officers elected by tne working 
girls themselves. When several hundred or 
sometimes several thousand working giris 
unite, they can accomplish for themselves 
results which would be entirely beyond their 
reach as individuals. 

The frst step toward such a co-operative 
movement was taken when the Woman’s 
Friendly Alliance was formed.
